GOULD NOT RESTRAIN THEMSELVES; 
GERMAN MONARCHISTS IN BAD 
Following the brutal murder ol Mathias Erz- 
berger, supposedly by German monarchists, the 
supporters of popular government in the Father­ 
land staged a great counter demonstration. 
Led by lovers of liberty, the Junker element 
has been denounced, their policemen beaten apd 
the Royalists mobbed ri^ht and left. The assassi 
nation of Erzberger, who was a chief leader of the 
new democracy in Germany, recalled to the minds 
of the German masses, all the brutalities, insults 
and indignities the common people had to submit 
to, under the military rule of their Kings and 
Emperors. Prior to the morder of Erzberger, the 
Royalists were in a fair way to gain the confi­ 
dence and support of the masses of the people. 
Seeing the republic, ,that followed the defeat of 
the German armies, was not an evolution—not the 
direct work of the people tHemselves, but rather 
a makeshift forced upon Germany by the fortunes 
of war, there remained a strong possibility of a 
return of the peaceful quiet days of the Empire. 
The people had not demanded representative 
government They did not care for it. For gen 
erations the people had thought of their royal 
government with reverence. They associated law, 
Mter and prosperity with its workings. And 
when the war left their country broken financial­ 
ly, turbulent and distressed beyond measure, there 
HU* a strong natural tendency to look for a return 
of the quiet days and prosperity of the old empire. 
^ Had the monarchists bided their time, and ex­ 
ercised due patience, they had an excellent chance 
el a return to power. Never, following a great 
revolution, resulting in the destruction of a throne 
aijd dynasty, were the supporters of the old de­ 
feated regime treated with such marked consid­ 
eration as was the case in Germany, w hen the re­ 
publican leaders assumed power at Berlin. 
Perhaps the Junkers were incapable of appre­ 
ciating good treatment, and that they took the 
consideration shown them as evidence of a weak 
servility. Evidently, such was the case. In the 
last few months the reported speeches of the mon­ 
archists in Germany showed that they looked with 
dliprefene son tempt upon the common people, just 
as was their wont before the war ,that well-neigh 
destroyed Germany. 
v The Junkers seemed unable to learn a new 
or to forget the old ones. They did not be- 
their people could respect any power save 
, just as they, themselves - were amenable 
only to force. They believed they could terrorize 
the common people of Germany, although they 
failed to terrorize the peoples of other nations 
during the war. Evidently, the haughty Junkers 
had ao realization of the power of martyrdom. 
They did not realize that a popular leader dead, is 
a greater support to popular government than 
many living unmolested leaders. But the popu­ 
lar uprising of the German people against their 
tyranny has taught the Junkers, some wholesome 
truths, and if the republican leaders are wise, 
they will never suffer the people to for^lt the re­ 
cent monarchist’s plot that ended in the murder 
of Erzberger. The new government at Berlin has 
been giving the morare hist regime a plenty of 
latitude, and like all tyranical people they have 
promptly taken the rope given them, and used it 
to hang themselves. One of the greatest safe 
guards of popular government is that its enemies, 
when given rope enough generally use it promptly, 
for purposes of self destruction. Royalist Haman 
was hanged on the same gallows that he had pre­ 
pared for the despised Mordecai. 


COMING OUT OF EUROPE 
The proposed recall of the American troops 
from the allied army of occupation on the Rhine, 
as a corroilary of the Republican peace with Ger­ 
many, has been received with mixed feelings in 
this country and with something of resentment by 
the other signatories to the Versailles treaty. 
European powers look upon it as a breach of 
faith, marking the end of the war for America, 
but at the same time marking the and of Ameri­ 
can influence in their affairs. Some authorities 
seem to see a possible embarrassment for this 
country in the future if Germany repudiates con­ 
tinuation of the economic and reparations clauses 
of the treaty as they affect America and the Al­ 
lies take the position that it is no coneern of 
theirs, since America refused to continue a party 
to the peace covenant. 
VVhat effect the signing of the separate peace 


and withdrawal of the American forces from Ger­ 
many v/iU have on Hie forthcoming disarmament 
conference in Washington remains to be seen. It 
is possible it will have a good effect in establish­ 
ing the sincerity of the United States as the origi- 
26, 1912, atfnator of the conference. 
Under this view it is 
less a repudiation of the allied nations than *a 
measure dictatiWby the long-established princi­ 
ple in American government to avoid entangling 
alliances in Europe, 
Americt was forced into the European war to 
restore peace to the world and to safeguard its 
own interests, however, and its part in the sequel 
can not be lightly cast aside from sentiment, as an 
evasion of responsibility or for political reasons 
If by the American withdrawal Germany is em­ 
boldened to evade her further 'obligations, the 
present administration in Washington will be re­ 
sponsible for a situation in which the whole econ­ 
omic structure of Europe will be placed in worse 
shape than it is today. What such a condition 
would mean to American business may be de­ 
termined for the length of time it has taken since 
the war closed to establish even partial credits in 
Europe for American exports. 
It took the United States a long time to get in­ 
to European affairs. The Republican administra­ 
tion considers that we can get out overnight and 
no harm will be done, but events may shape them­ 
selves in Europe within a month or a year to make 
the administration regret its. haste in breaking 
the international pact which seemed at the time 
It was made, and still seems to assure the gradual 
restoration of the world's business and the ultí­ 
mate co-operation of nations for the world’s se­ 
curity.—Montgomery Advertiser. 


Yield of 465J000 Bales Forecast by 
Gist for Alabama for This Season

GEN. CROWDER IN CUBA 
General Enoch II, Crowder, who- went original­ 
ly to Cuba as the representative of President Wil­ 
son to study political and economic conditions and 
lend a helping hand to the Cuban government, ap­ 
pears to be wearing out his welcome. Yet Presi­ 
dent Zayas on taking office asked him to stay. 
In no respect is General Crowder at fault if Cu­ 
ban regard for him is less than it was. The wan­ 
ing of his popularity is the result of hard times in 
Cuba and of fears that it may be necessary for 
the United States to intervene to save the country 
from financial ruin. General Crowder has done 
his advisory work with the intelligence of a spe­ 
cialist and with discretion. In Cuban pqlitics he 
has been strictly neutral. La Lucha the other day 
complained of his “systematic silence,” declaring 
that it was “susceptible of false and actually 
alarming interpretations.” Of course, it is for 
the State Department to reassure the Cubans if 
they are suspicious. The special envoy is not ex­ 
pected to speak of the policy of his government. 
There is an American minister at Havana for that 
purpose. It is beyond the power of any states­ 
man or economist to relieve Cuba at one stroke. 
Her financial problem—she has a crippling deficit 
and a treasury almost empty—can he solved only 
by long-time adjustments, economy in adminis­ 
tration, a sound tariff policy, gradual liquidation 
and conservative measures to revive industry. 
Unemployment in Cuba, owing largely to condi­ 
tions of the sugar and tobacco industries, is gen­ 
eral. Want has followed the extravagance of the 
war period. 
In the country districts the people 
have not enough to eat. 
Demagogues have put 
the blame for Cuba’s prostration upon the United 
States, charging that it resulted from the fixing 
of prices for sugar by the American Government 
during the war. The price was well above the 
average, but the Cubans were dissatisfied with it. 
A people suffering acutely from hard times, 
and holding a protecting government under an­ 
other flag responsible, also suspecting that gov­ 
ernment of designs 
upon their 
independence, 
however unjustly, are naturally sensitive to any 
appearance of control of the domestic affairs, 
Platt amendment or no Platt amendment. Even 
General Crowder is now looked upon with dis­ 
trust. Also, the long stay of American marines in 
Camaguey is resented. There are reports of dis­ 
satisfaction with the Zayas Government. Wash­ 
ington fortunately has no desire to recall General 
Crowder, although he was inherited from Wilson. 
No man knows Cubans better. He is the right 
man for the present emergency.—New York 
Times.
